Denver, Colorado, Feb. 2—"I would 
far rather go to Jail and rot in a cell 
than to betray the 
confidence of a 
child. 
‘T h e law in the case In which I 
have been adjudged in contem pt of 
court and sentenced to pay a fine of 
five hundred dollars or spend a year 
in Jail, gives but two alternatives. 
"To betray such a confidence or pay 
the penalty. 
“ I made my choice and will go to 
Jail, and if a sim ilar situation should 
ever arise again I would not hesitate 
to make the same choice. 
“In the midst of our Juvenile court 
her© came a mysterious m urder 
A 
woman was said to have killed her 
husband. 
A small child 
surprised 
authorities by declaring that he, and 
not his mother, committed the crim e 
‘T h e authorities said the boy was a 
liar. 
They brought him to me as an 
expert in tru th and falsehood. 
I got 
the truth out of that boy by lifting the 
spell of fear—promising to not betray 
his confidence. 
But a well meaning 
prosecuting attorney, in his zeal to 
probe the m other, called me In as a 
witness to Impeach the testim ony of 
the boy which had acquitted the m oth­ 
er. 
I refused to betray the boy's con­ 
fidence. 
I could only claim the priv­ 
ilege I had contended for: th at this 
confidence should be respected by the 
court In the interest of tru th and Jus­ 
tice. 
"The lower court disagreed with mo. 
I was found guilty of contem pt and 
appealed to the suprem e court of Col­ 
orado. 
Four out of seven Judges held 
that technically I should have be­ 
trayed the child. 
T hree in dissenting 
held as I contended. 
‘T h e suprem e court of the United 
States I understand has held upon the 
same technicality that It could not 
review the decision. 
And. so I have 
failed in an effort to have a decision 
by an unbiased and unprejudiced court 
upon the m erits of this great prlncl 
pie. 
I can say this much now— Only 
two people in the world know wh 
killed that m an—the boy and myself 
The m other accused of the 
m urder 
does not know. 
Make out of this whi 
you will.
